Poll says Utahns favor Bush’s conduct 


SALT LAKE CITY — President Bush’s conduct of the recent war against 
Iraq has the support of 95 percent of Utahns questioned in a new public opinion 
survey. 

The copyrighted Deseret News-KSL-TV poll, published Sunday, found only 
4 percent of those interviewed March 1-4 disapproved of the way Bush ran the 
U.S.-led coalition offensive to free Kuwait from Iraqi dictator Saddam Hus- 


sein. 
While it is not as near unanimous, Utahns also like Bush’s domestic policies. 
His approval rating for domestic issues — crime, the economy, etc. — is 71 


percent, with 14 percent disapproving. 

Utahns agree with Bush on other matters, too. 

Bush says he will send “not one dime” to rebuild Iraq as long as Saddam 
remains in power. Highty percent of Utahns agree that the United States 
should not rebuild Iraq, while 16 percent said we should help. 

Bush believes economic sanctions against Iraq should remain in place, at 
least temporarily. Utahns agree — 85 percent say the sanctions should remain 
until Saddam is driven from power, 12 percent think the sanctions should be 
dropped. 

Bush has ended the air and ground war. But even 55 percent of Utahns 
would have supported the president if he’d ordered U.S. troops to Baghdad to 
arrest Saddam. Forty-three percent opposed troops continuing the war to 
remove Saddam, pollster Dan Jones & Associates found. 

Jones also quizzed Utahns about what’s next for the troubled Middle East. 

Eighty-twe-percent believe there should be an international peace confer- 
ence to discuss issues including Palestinian rights. Only 10 percent oppose 
such a conference. 

But Utahns don’t agree that Israel should give up captured Arab territory 
to the Palestinians — one of the main demands of Arab nations. 

Jones found 37 percent definitely or probably believe some of the occupied 
territories should go to the Palestinians, 37 percent think the Israelis shouldn’t 
give up the territory to Palestinians and 23 percent don’t know.

RIYADH, SAUDI ARABIA — Eight Arab governments Sunday endorsed a 
proposal by President Bush that calls on Israel to relinquish territory in 
exchange for peace in the region. 

But Secretary of State James A. Baker III rejected an Arab request for a 
Mideast peace conference.

MOSCOW — Shouts of “Resign! Resign!” reverberated off the Kremlin walls 
on Sunday as hundreds of thousands of protesters demanded that President j 
Mikhail S. Gorbachev and his fellow Communists relinquish power.

The rally was one of at least 17 held in cities across Russia Sunday to support 
Russian President Boris Yeltsin in his political fight with Gorbachev. Yeltsin 
has called for Gorbachev's resignation and on Saturday turned up the heat by 
“declaring war” on the Communist leadership. 

At the rally in Moscow, white-red-and-blue flags of pre-revolutionary Rus- 
sia fluttered in the sunshine with the brick battlements of the Kremlin in the 
background. 

Hundreds of people carried posters and banners supporting Yeltsin and 
condemning Gorbachev and the Communist Party. 

Yeltsin wants Gorbachev replaced by the Federation Council, which in- 
cludes the presidents of the 15 republics. At Sunday’s protest in Moscow, 
several speakers called for an immediate election of a new president. 

Yeltsin did not appear at the rallies, but activists played a recorded speech 
he had made. “We ceniand a government without Communists — we’ve had 
enough blood!” read a poster carried by 41-year-old Nina V. Antonyuk, an 
economist whose mother left the Communist Party last year.

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Tiny Tots and the volunteer program 
at Oakridge School. 

Students in the volunteer reading 
program go to the Learning Resource 
Center in the Harold B. Lee Library 
and, for approximately one hour, read 
books onto audio tapes. The tapes are 
used by students with visual handi- 
caps. 

“There are tons of books that still 
need to be read,” Yager said. Stu- 
dents can go to the LRC at any time, 
or they can schedule a set time for 
every week through BYUSA. 

Through the Tiny Tots program 
students work with severely handi- 
capped children living at the Tiny Tot: 
Care Centerin Orem. Students feed 
play with or just hold the children. Iti 
involves two hours every week. 

“The staff ratio is just not enough to 
give the kids individual attention,” 
Yager said. 

Students volunteering at Oakridge 
School work with physically and men- 
tally handicapped children. Christy 
Smith, BYUSA executive director, 
said, “Basically they just work with 
the teachers, and the teachers let 
them know what they need help 
with.” A two-hour-per-week commit- 
ment is requested. 

In addition to these programs, 
Yager said certain Y-group leaders 
are specially trained in preparation 
for New Student Orientation. They 
aid disabled students and make sure 
the students are aware of services for 
the handicapped on campus.

A panel discussion concluding the 
Gulf War Symposium Friday ex- 
pressed that the U.S. military action 
did more than just shatter Iraqi cit- 
ies. It shattered myths as well. 

“T want to say that it’s a great day 
to be in the Army, and especially in 
the Army at BYU!” said Lt. Col. John 
Norton, chair of the BY U department 
of Military Science. Norton, who 
served in Vietnam, said the Persian 
Gulf conflict, while less than perfect, 
as a whole redeemed the U. S. Armed 
Forces in the world’s view as “world 
class.” yu 

The panel discussion included Stan 
Taylor, chair of the BY U Political Sci- 
ence Department, and Omar Kader, a 
terrorism security consultant from 
BYU. 

Kader, who studied and taught at 
BYU, described the Persian Gulf con- 
flict as “cathartic and necessary” and 
said it did more to dismiss the “Viet- 
nam syndrome” and the world’s nega- 
tive view of America than any previ- 
ous military action. 

“If there ever was a victim of the 
‘Vietnam syndrome,’ it was Saddam 
Hussein,” Kader said. “He never 
thought that we’d fight.” By fighting

No one should go into fashion to be ' 


famous or glamorous, Abajian said. 

“Fashion is tough, you have to be 
passionate and want to make it in the 
business world. The glamour comes 
from the success of your business. 

“T still get excited when I see peo- 
ple walking down the street wearing 
Liz clothes,” he said. 

Liz Claiborne, Inc. completes six 
lines a year, which means a line open- 
ing must take place every two 
months. The time taken to put each 
show together is no more than a week 
and a half, Abajian said. 

“This first time we see every gar- 
ment with the correct fabric, pattern 
and color is at the sales show.” 

The pressure and stress students 
often feel will prepare them for what 
will take place in the business world, 
he said. It’s good training. 

Abajian’s advice to anyone seeking 
ajob in the fashion area is to start out 
in whatever job in the industry they 
can find. 

“Once you’re working, it’s easier to 
have contacts. You must know peo- 
ple. You must persevere — you have 
to:want it.” 


Abajian offered advice on present?’ 


ing portfolios, internship programs 
and interviewing. 

Any portfolio presented must sell 
you, he said. 

“More is better, but quality is bet- 
ter than quantity. Don’t become lazy; 
it is important to work on your portfo- 
lio all of the time. It will give the 
interviewer a sense of your capabili- 
ties.” 

The most important thing in inter- 
viewing is confidence, Abajian said. 

“You must be actors and actresses 
to a degree. Sell yourself. Be modest, 
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but self-confident.”

Linemen are shooting for positions 


during BYU's spring football practice

It is conventional wisdom that says football 
games are won or lost by the men in the trenches. 

BYU opens next season with collegiate powers 
Florida State University, UCLA and then Penn 
State, respectively. 

However, the young and inexperienced men up 
front for the Cougars will be concentrating on the 
basics during spring practice, when they look to 
hone up the line of scrimmage on both sides of the 
ball. 

“We're not even thinking about FSU right now,” 
said offensive line coach Roger French. “We're go- 
ing to be working on the fundamentals.” 

“We've got to learn how to play football first,” he 
said. More than 20 bodies will be battling for spots 
on the offensive line this spring, which is definitely 
a few more people to work with than usual, French 
said. 

Despite their inexperience, French is working 


with what he says is a pretty good group. 

French also made the point that no one is locked 
in at any certain position and that all positions are 
wide open, creating big opportunities for everyone. 

Brian May, the only returning offensive lineman 
with any considerable experience, will be tried 
mostly at guard along with some possible tackle. 

Eli Herring, who weighsin at 308pounds and who 
ran the 40-yard-dash in an impressive 4.72 seconds, 
and Mike Empey are two young candidates for 
offensive tackles. Both are just returning from mis- 
sions. 

Redshirts Scott Brumfield and David Vamahi, 
both over 320 pounds, are also strong candidates 
for tackles. 

Mike Jenkins, Garrett Tujague, Kent Griffith, 
Tom Ladd, Garry Pay and Jon Garber are also 
frontrunners for spots on the offensive line. In- 
juries often upset a prospective offensive lineman’s 
chance to earn a job. 

French is very outspoken about injuries to his 
players.“An injury can take away an opportunity 


for a young man to make the team,” French said. 

He also pointed out that a player could not make 
the team while spending the majority of his time in 
the training room. 

In contrast to the large number of bodies the 
offensive line has to work with, defensive line 
coach Tom Ramage has a smaller group than usual. 

Ramage will work with a mere eight defensive 
linemen this spring. “They’re a good group of kids 
with some good young talent,” Ramage said. 

“They’re all about the same size and speed, fairly 
strong and quick,” he said. “Now it’s just a matter 
of seeing who has the best technique and a feel for 
the ball.” 

Tackle Scott Moberly and Chris Connors, who 
will be doubling at tackle and nose guard, are the 
only defensive linemen participating in spring 
workouts who saw action last season. 

Scott Sralla, Randy Brock and Doug Stone are 
the others competing at tackle. Greg Pitt, who will 
play some tackle, Lenny Gomes and Harland 
Ahyou will battle it out at nose guard.

BYU takes on the Virginia Cava- 
liers Thursday in Salt Lake City in 
the opening round of the NCAA bas- 
ketball tournament after winning the 
Western Athletic Conference tourna- 
ment championship Saturday in 
Laramie against Utah, 51-49 in over- 
time.

“There are not too many rentals 
that meet the needs of these types of 
people,” Pace said. Often the door- 


accessible to students who are in 
wheelchairs. 

Pace said changes in the Fair Hous- 
ing Act prohibits discrimination 
against handicapped students. 

The act also permits students to 
make modifications to and remodel 
their apartments. The remodeling, 
however, must be done at the ex- 
pense of the students and the apart- 
ment returned to its original condi- 
tion. Because of the Fair Housing 
Act, new units constructed must have 
handicapped facilities. “I’m sure the 
new laws have made it better for 
them,” Pace said. Existing units, 
however, are not required to re- 
model.

ACADEMIC EXPECTATIONS 

Contrary to perceptions about dis- 
abled students, BY U has no separate 
admission requirements for a dis- 
abled student. “A person with a dis- 
ability needs to meet the same admis- 
sion, major and graduation 

requirements as all other students; 
then we help by providing the accom- 
modative services that allow them to 
do that,” Jensen said. 
FINANCIAL NEEDS 

“Disabled students have the 
same basic costs as any other 
student such tuition, 
books, food and housing, 
but they also have addi- 
tional costs like medi- 
cal expenses and ser- 
vice providers. 
Some of these ser- / 
vices include 
sign language ff 
interpreters, 
paid readers \ 
and personal at- 
tendants,” 
Jensen said. 

They usually 
don’t have the 
health, strength, 
energy or time to 
work to make 
money while going to school, Jensen 
said. 

For these reasons and others, 
Jensen said there are many other 
agencies and organizations that advo- 
cate disabled issues and provide 
scholarships, such as the National 
Federation of the Blind and the Utah 
Valley Community Center for the 
Deaf. 

BYU also provides scholarships 
specifically for persons with disabili- 
ties. Duane Bartle, scholarship coor- 
dinator, said, “There are several pri- 
vate scholarships set up that give 
priority to students with special 
needs.” 

Students first need to check the dis- 
abled category on their application, 
then based on financial need and veri- 
fication from a doctor, students will 
be considered for these scholarships, 
Bartle said. 

“We don’t charge a student for an 
academic accommodation, such as an 
interpreter or a paid reader, but stu- 
dents do have to pay for non-academic 
assistance such as a housekeeper, 
nurse or a driver,” Jensen said. 

FEDERAL LAWS 

Concerning state and federal laws 
that protect the disabled, Section 504 
of the Rehabilitation Act of 1973 was 
the first act to set a precedent that 
prohibits discrimination against peo- 
ple with disabilities in many areas. 

Section 504 also includes a clause 
stating that only the specific parts of 
an institution receiving federal funds 
has to comply with the law. 

- “BYU, as a private institution re- 
ceiving no federal funding, did not - 
have to comply (with Section 504). 
But to BYU’s credit, it has complied 
as well as any other state institution 
on a voluntary basis because of their 
high moral and ethical values,” said 
Rush Sumpter, director of Student 
Leadership Development. 

In 1988, the Civil Rights Restora- 
tion Act was passed, and things 
changed. This act states that if any 
part of an institution, including its 
constituency, receives federal funds, . 
the entire institution must comply. 

This legislation affects BYU be- 
cause many students receive Pell 
Grants, Stafford Loans and other fed- 
eral funding. 

The most recent legislation passed 
affecting the disabled is the American 
Disabilities Act (ADA). 

The ADA defines a disabled indi- 
vidual as any person who has a physi- 
cal or mental impairment that sub- 
stantially limits one or more of life’s 
- major activities. 

Hal Visick, assistant general coun- 
cil of the university, said, “The new 
ADA will affect BY U to some degree, 
but it will depend on who the appli- 
cants are and what kind of accommo- 
dative services they require.” 

BYU has always maintained an af- 
firmative action policy that promotes 
equal opportunity for qualified appli- 
cants and employees. 

BYU will also not tolerate or per- 
mit discrimination, said Darlene 
Kelly, assistant manager in Employ- 
ment Relations/ Equal Employment. 

Under the ADA, an employer is 
required to make “reasonable accom- 
modations” for any handicapped per- 
son. 
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These accomodations include mak- 
ing facilities accessible, providing 
modified equipment or restructuring 


jobs. 


“We have always tried to hire peo- 
ple for their qualifications and in cases 
where accommodations were neces- 
sary, the university has taken care of 
them,” Kelly said. 

The sections of the ADA that deal 
primarily with employment do not 
take effect until 1992. 

Referring to the ADA, 
Jensen said there will always 

be both good and bad points 
to any law that is passed. 

“T think the ADA is 
wonderful, but I am con- 
cerned about forced 

compliance, which of- 
ten creates resent- 

ment.” 

CAMPUS 

CHANGES 

The univer- 
sity has always 
made a great ef- 
fort to meet the 
needs of students 
and continues to do 
so, Kelly said. 

A committee has 
been formed to cre- 
ate a master plan 
that will accommo- 
date the disabled population at 
BYU. 

“Funds are allotted each year to 
make improvements and bring cam- 
pus up to code,” said Ron Jones, su- 
pervisor of the architectural unit in 
the planning department. 

Every year a committee meets to 
discuss what the needs and priorities 
are. 

After the administration approves 
any changes, they will be made, he 
said. Academic accommodations are 
a priority, Jensen said. 

“For example, if a class is held in 
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an area that is inaccessible to a dis- | 


abled student, we move it to an ac- 
cessible location. It is much easier to 
have 38 people with legs walk some- 
where else than it is to have a person 
in a wheelchair try and take the 
stairs,” Jensen said. 

“BYU is doing a great job; Teri 
Jensen and many others have 
worked hard to make this campus 
handicapable,” Hall said.
